Last spring’s Central Valley 
power failure amounted to about 
one-third of the capacity of the 
New York Power Authority’s 
Niagara plant, the PG & E 
spokesman said.

Struggle For Normalcy 


NEW YORK (AP) — Lights flashed on in New 
York early today and transportation systems began 
to move, signaling the end to a massive and frighten­ 
ing power blackout that crippled the teeming North- i 
east. 


After 10 hours of worried waiting, the lights came ¡ 
back on at 3:35 a.m. (EST) in the heart of Manhattan 
—one of the last areas still affected by the nation’s 
worst power failure. 


New York's mammoth subway system staggered 
back into operation and commuter train service was 
slowly restored. 
The city remained crippled 
because hundreds of thousands 
of persons could not get to work. 
Coming on with alarming sud­ 
denness during yesterday’s eve­ 
ning rush hour, the blackout at 
its peak enveloped 80.000 square 
miles, affecting up to 30 million 
persons in eight states, scram­ 
bled transportation and commu­ 
nications and stranded hundreds 
of thousands in stalled subway 
cars and elevators. 
Through the night the Texas 
White .House reported progress 
of experts trying to pinpoint the 
trouble that drained electric 
power from New York, Boston 
and hundreds of smaller cities, 
towns and hamlets. 
Reports were contradictory, 
although President Johnson was 
advised the experts were “pret­ 
ty well agreed” no sabotage 
was involved and the Pentagon 
said military communications 
and the Washington-Moscow hot 
line were not hampered. 
As the night wore on, power 
began seeping back into most of 
the blackout area that at one 
time stretched over New York, 
Pennsylvania. 
Massachusetts,

Sun Anselm© city councilman, 
reluctantly last night voted 3-to- 
2 to enforce the city’s building 
code against a friend, Marius 
Cordone of 214 Sir Francis 
Drake Boulevard, San Anselmo. 
Cordone owns a house at 721 
Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
which he leases. Last spring, 
the building came under the 
scrutiny of the building inspec­ 
tor. 
Inspector R. W. Golcher, City 
Engineer Charles R. Leitzell 
and City Administrator Douglas 
J. Flautt gave Cordone a list 
of repairs they said must be 
made if the building is to re­ 
main standing.% 
Cordone asked the council for 
relief. He would make all struc­ 
tural repairs necessary, he said, 
but drew the line at paying lor 
termite inspection and stucco­ 
ing the walls so they would be 
two-hour fire resistant. 
Flautt explained the building 
code provides that non-conform­ 
ing buildings are allowed until 
they fall into a state of disre­ 
pair requiring work which costs 
more than half the building’s 
value. Then, if repaired, they 
must be made to conform with 
the code. Leitzell said the house 
is assessed at $690. 
Councilman first relented on 


the requirement of termite in­ 
spection. “It seems to me this 
should be a matter of free 
choice,” said Cedric E. Clute 
Cordone still refused to con­ 
struct new* fire walls. 
After an hour of debate and 
questioning, councilman William 
Franchini said: 
“I we are lenient on this man, 
just because he is our friend, 
then have a fire there and a 
j family with children wiped out 
(—then how will we fed?”

His first proposal was a retro­ 
active pay hike to bridge the i 
gap between the 3.2 per cent ■ 
raise given teachers this school j 
year and the five per cent raise { 
board members had talked about 
earlier. Cost would be $27.000 
each for the high school and 
elem entary district. Corona said. 
Second. Corona suggested giv- ¡ 
ing each teacher a $10 per j 
month welfare benefit.

Some Of Elderly Have Strokes, 
Heart Attacks Or They Coincide 


Some elderly persons develop heart 
attacks and others have strokes. Many 
have survived mixtures of the two. A 
patient of mine had four coronaries 
and three attacks of apoplexy; he is 
still active in business and lives by 
the dictum: Come what may. 
Now and then strokes and attacks' 
coincide. The cardiac condition is 
likely to escape detection because the 
damaged brain produces more dis­ 
turbing symptoms. The victim 
may be paralyzed, confused, or 
unconscious. 


A LESS SEVERE stroke leads 
to blurred vision or weakness of 
a limb. The co-existing heart at­ 
tack usually is “ silent” and de­ 
tected only via an electrocardio­ 
gram. In such instances treat­ 
ment of the coronary throm­ 
bosis is an important factor in 
survival. 
There is a good possibility 
that the conditions do not de­ 
velop simultaneously. The heart 
attack may come first and the 
stroke 
shortly 
thereafter, 
or 
visa versa. In all probability the 
victim is a candidate for both 
disorders and a slight indisposi­ 
tion of one organ throws a bur­ 
den on the other. 


THE BASIC CAUSE is harden­ 
ing of the coronary vessels and 
the arteries that bring blood to 
the brain. The blood pressure 
falls after a heart attack and 
the reduction in tension may 
seriously impair the flow to an 
area of the brain that is already 
having a circulatory problem. 
A comparable situation may oc­ 
cur to the heart when the pres­ 
sure drops after a stroke. 
Nerve 
tissue 
is 
extremely 
sensitive to lack of nourishment. 
Dizziness, lightheadedness, blur­ 
red vision, and weakness of the 
arm or leg may occur when the 
old ticker stops momentarily or 
beats too slow or too fast. 
A combination of defects often 
exist but the majority with this 
experience are oldsters with ar­ 
teriosclerosis. heart trouble, and 
poor circulation to the brain.

Sometimes it is impossible to 
make this determination and the 
physician must look for other 
signs of acute infection and send 
blood and sputum samples to 
the 
laboratory 
for study. 
If 
these m easures produce no clue, 
the X-ray is repeated in three 
months, to see whether there 
are signs of regression or pro­ 
gression of the lesion.

No More Looking For Full Meter 


If Mechanism Added In Sausalito 


By BRUCE COLEMAN 


Sausalito city councilmen dis­ 
cussed having their city the 
‘ guinea pig” for use of a new 
type of parking meter attach­ 
ment last night, but took no ac­ 
tion, asking City Mgr. Charles 
A. Brown for more information. 
The attachment, made by an 
Oakland company, consists of a 
pad in the street which, when 
a,car runs over it. erases exist­ 
ing time on the parking meter. 
They are reported to increase 
meter revenues by about 35 per 
cent. Brown told the council. 
He said, too. that the device 
would cost $60 each but no pay­ 
ments would be made the com­ 
pany except from added reve­ 
nue. If the attachments were 
unsatisfactory, the meters could 
be removed and money returned. 


Brown said the attachment 
company would tike to us* Sau­ 
salito as an experimental city. 
He reported that a similar de­ 
vice was experimented with last 
year in San Rafael, was reported 
to increase revenue, but that the 
city council did not act to pur­ 
chase any attachments at budget 
time. 
The City of San Rafael allow­ 
ed the company to install 10 of 
the meters on trial basis. How­ 
ever, city councilmen cooled on 
the idea—apparently because of 
merchant complaints received 
outside council meeting. 
The 
trial 10 meters were removed. 
Councilman Earl F. Dunphy 
said he would “go tor the at­ 
tachments from a revenue stand­ 
point” but was skeptical about 
the mechanical side. 


“I would have some question 
about being the guinea pig on, 
this.” said Acting Mayor Melvin 
S. Wax. ‘‘Parking meters should 
be traffic control devices rather 
than revenue producers.*1 He 
pointed out there is already a 
good deal of ill will in Sausalito 
about meters. 
Councilman Alexander R. Im- 
lay said he would like to ex­ 
plore the subject further and 
that he is concerned about cost 
of maintenance. 
John P.. Erickson, in the audi­

Few who enjoy the cus­ 
tomary goose now are aware 
that St. Martin was the patron 
saint of the art of cooking.

Supervisors Dunning State 


For Coyote Creek Money 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors yesterday author­ 
ized Chairman Peter H. Behr to 
write letters urging the state to 
make prompter repayments of 
funds temporarily put up by the 
county for state projects. 


C o u n t y 
Auditor-Controller 
Michael Mitchell told the board 
that it has been over six months 
since the county put up $150.000

West led the six: of hearts, 
and South played low from the 
dummy . He was hooked on hold­ 
ups. 
East won with the jack of 
hearts and made a brilliant 
switch to the five of clubs. 
Declarer won in dummy and 
returned a diamond for a fi­ 
nesse with the jack. 
West took the king of dia­ 
monds and returned a heart to 
dummy’s king. South cashed the 
ace of diamonds, led the jack 
of spades to dummy’s king and 
gave up a diamond,. 
East led. another club, and 
West’s two dubs tricks defeated, 
the contract. The hold-up play 
had claimed another victim. 
SHOULD TAKE KING 
South makes the contract if 
he wins the first trick in dummy 
with the king of hearts. (Other­ 
wise. you may be sure, you 
would never hear of this hand.) 
Declarer loses a diamond to 
the king, and West returns a 
heart. 
South takes dummy’s 
ace, again refusing to hold up. 
South cashes the ace of dia­ 
monds, gets to dummy with a 
spade and gives up a diamond 
trick. East cannot return, a 
heart, so South takes ten tricks, 
If East could return, a heart, 
the suit would then break 4-3, 
and the defenders would get 
two hearts and two diamonds. 
West could do no better by 
switching to a club upon getting 
his diamond trick, for then the 
defenders would get two clubs 
and two diamonds. 
The important thing is not to 
lose a heart trick in addition to 
two diamonds and two clubs. A 
fine player must be able to take 
hold-ups or leave them alone.

LAS VEGAS—I don’t want to 
brag, but I got to talk to the 
former Cassius Clay, the Emir 
of Swat, the Pasha of Pugilism, 
the Shiek of Louisville here the 
other afternoon. 
It was a great thrill for 
neither of us. 
The champ was never in bet­ 
ter form—adjectives well-round­ 
ed, adverbs landed smashingly 
to the jaw, pronouns clipped and 
precise, conjunctions all over 
the 
place. 
His combinations 
were stunning — “i f - ands” 
“and/ors” and “whereases” all 
In the right place. 
The world’s, foremost Moslem 
since King Farouk gave me the 


world such diabolical things as 
the automobile, the airplane, 
the electric light, talking pic­ 
tures, the phone, penicillin, the 
Golden Rule, kissing and Ed 
Sullivan 
and 
brain 
surgery. 
Clearly, we have a lot to answer 
for. 


I came here with the first 
wave of journalists, out of the 
purest of motives, I thought I 
could tell Cassius where to get 
a good deal in used camels.

known as Abdullah or Herod, or 
Clarence or some funny thing 
nowadays (I resisted the temp­ 
tation to call Mm, “Clancy”) be­ 
gan by listing his qualifications 
for the kingdom of Heaven.

Novato's Powerful Dick Otis; 
A Mile Of Yards The Hard Way 


If they paid high school football players union 
scale, time-and-a-half for overtime and a Christmas 
bonus for extra effort, Richard Charles Otis of 777 
Clausing Avenue, Novato, would be the richest kid 
in this Bounty County. 
Dick Otis is tailback for the championship-bound 
Novato Hornets and if you haven’t seen him play foot­ 
ball you have deprived yourself of an inspiring sight. 
There is nothing flashy about this 6-V2, 175- 
pound, 17-year-old, but then there was nothing flashy 
about Rocky Marciano, or the United States infantry 


SATURDAY NIGHT Otis will play his final high 
school football game and if form prevails, along about 
10 p.m. he should have won his second straight Marin 
Athletic League individual rushing championship. In 
a league that includes a boy named Dean Lazzarini of 
Drake, that is saying a mouthful. 
As it stands right now after five league games, 
Otis has gained 599 yards to Lazz* 590. Saturday after­ 
noon Lazz; goes against Redwood and. Saturday night 
Otis rushes against Marin Catholic. 
The odds favor 
Dick to win going away. 


IN 17 VARSITY practice and league games over 
the past two years Otis has gained more than one mile 
on the ground. His total is 1,848 yards, just 152 yards 
shy of the magic 2,000— more than any other Novato 
player has gained in THREE years. 
Today s high 
school kids don’t even walk that far in the course of 
four years. 
Novato Coach Harry Moore is ecstatic in his 
praise of No. 40, using such descriptions as “strong 
as a bull” and “he runs like a tank” 
and “he has 
built-in stamina.” 


THE REMARKABLE thing about Otis is that his 
yardage has been gained the hard way. He does not 
run around tacklers; he runs through them, ala the 
Ernie Nevers-Bronko Nagurski ‘‘old school” of hard 
knocks. His stamina and drive are simply amazing. 
While other boys wilt as the game progresses, Otis 
grows stronger. Last Saturday—a hot afternoon, by 
the way—Dick rushed 30 times for 162 yards— 135 
of which came in the second half, 80 of them in the 
fourth quarter. 
In that game against San Rafael, with the score 
tied 14-14, less than three minutes to go and Novato 
desperate for a TD, Otis smashed 13 yards up the 
middle to score the winning points and save the Hor­ 
nets’ championship dreams. 


SAID COACH Moore, “Dick never asks to carry 
the ball, but the guys were desperate, so he said, ‘Give 
me the ball; I’ll get that TD / And he did.” 
Moore said Otis is so powerful and punishing 
that in practice his teammates don't even.try to tackle 
him. “Someone would get hurt if they tried,” the 
coach laughs. “For some strange reason he runs to a 
TD every time he carries the ball in scrimmage. This 
extra running and the fact that we have a good con­ 
ditioning program accounts for his stamina. I’ve had 
Dick on IV and varsity for three years and can’t re­ 
member him missing a game due to injury. 


MOORE SAYS his prize tailback on the “I” for­ 
mation can also throw a mean pass! “He can throw 
better than 50 yards with accuracy. 
Against Terra 
Linda he completed an 87-yard TD pass to Tom Corder 
on the first play of the game.” 
A left-hander, Otis 
occasionally draws in the defensive secondary by 
starting an end sweep, then firing a long one. 
But 
running over tacklers is his specialty, as he averages 
better than 20 carries and 100 yards per game. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. R. J. Otis probably will 
attend junior college next year to strengthen his 
grades, said Moore. After that we should be hearing 
a lot more about Dick Otis at a major university. 


MEANTIME, IF you haven’t seen him play, don’t 
miss Saturday night’s game. You’ll be in for a treat, 
if you like good old fashioned power backs.

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP>— Major League base­ 
ball faced the choice today of remaining in Milwaukee 
or risking an antitrust suit in Wisconsin courts, a 
prospect that a baseball lawyer said “could lead to the 
ruination of the game as we know it.” 
The dilemma, which left Wisconsin and Milwau­ 
kee County in position to bargain 
to keep the Braves from shifting 
to Atlanta next season, devel­ 
oped yesterday in U.S. District 
Court. 
Jduge Robert E. Tehan ruled 
that Wisconsin courts should de­ 
cide the antitrust suit filed by 
Wisconsin’s attorney general. 
The Tehan ruling, which can­ 
not be appealed, means the anti­ 
trust suit will reach the federal 
courts only after being heard in 
Wisconsin. 
The state is now free to seek 
an injunction in its own courts 
against the Braves’ shift to At­ 
lanta, planned for 1966. 
Willard S. Stafford, special 
counsel for Wisconsin in the 
case, said he would start work 
on the injunction as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Should an injunction be grant­ 
ed. it could keep the Braves in 
Milwaukee until the case dears 
the Wisconsin courts. That could 
be well after the start of the 
1966 season. 
The implications raised by the 
ruling go deeper than just the 
j Braves’ case. 
Earl Jinkinson. Braves' at- 
I torney, acknowledged as much 
when he told Judge Tehan pri- 


j or to his ruling that if Wiscon­ 


sin could control the activities 
of baseball “it would lead to the 
ruination of the game as we 
know it. 
“If Wisconsin can do this, 
then all the other states too can 
claim they are being prevented 
from having teams. We might 
wind up with 60 teams.” 
Baseball fought to have the 
case heard In the federal courts. 
Jinkinson argued that the case 
should be heard together with 
a federal antitrust suit filed 
against the league by Milwau­ 
kee County. 
N. L. ‘MONOPOLY’ 
The suit maintains that the 
National League is so organized 
as to create a monopoly in the 
employment of players of major 
league quality, as well as In the 
scheduling and the broadcast of 
games. 
The suit also strikes at the au­ 
thority of the commissioner of 
baseball and the sacrosanct re­ 
serve clause, which enables a 
baseball club to have complete 
control of its players as a prop­ 
erty right. 
Baseball’s peculiar structure 
has never come under full-scale 
judicial review. At stake in the

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Veterans Day Should Be 
Time To Think Of Peace 


Because of the current fad for 
marching and demonstrations, we may 
see more than the usual marching on 
Veterans Day tomorrow. 
But in the excitement of inarching 
feet and pomp and ceremony, we must 
remember that the underlying thought 
behind both Veterans Day and its pre­ 
decessor, Armistice Day, was Peace, 
not War: preservation, not destruction. 
The militancy of the recent marches 
and counter-marches— on Viet Nam 
and civil rights— tend to stir up emo­ 
tions and incite physical violence. 
It would be regrettable if the ob­ 
servance of Veteran's Day were to de­ 
generate into petty name-calling and 
conflict between opposing factions. 
Commemoration of Veterans Day 
should be, now as it was at the incep­ 
tion of Armistice Day ending World 
War I, a joint dedication to peace and 
an expression of gratitude to veterans 
who fought abroad and on the home 
front to restore peace and preserve 
our freedoms. 
The emphasis on peace should be 


even greater today than it was on Nov. 
11, 1918. In this nuclear age when to­ 
tal world annihilation is a possibility, 
we can no longer think in terms of 
sheer physical force alone. 
*‘The policy of the United States is 
not simply peace through strength,” 
said President Johnson. "For 20 years, 
in five administrations we have been 
first in our support for the United Na­ 
tions.” 
“For 20 years, in the age of the 
atom, we have been first in the search 
for effective disarmament . . . 
“For 20 years, in crisis after crisis, 
we have sought the way of reason and 
restraint. No great power in all his­ 
tory has a better record of respect for 
the rights of others. 
“We are strong in our defenses, loy­ 
al in our alliances, responsive to the 
needs of others, and passionate in the 
positive search for peace . . 
These are the goals for which Amer­ 
icans have fought and died. These are 
the goals toward which we should re- 
dedicate ourselves on Veterans Day.

This water nor­ 
mally would revert to the sea 
at about 300,000 acre feet per 
year. 
The problems of drawing wa­ 
ter from the sea and making 
it available in a fresh state for 
use of people, are not easy to 
solve. 


THE COST of water, both in 
desalinization and transporta­ 
tion. constitutes the major ob­ 
stacle in supplying an unlim­ 
ited source of the fluid from 
the ocean. Desalting can be 
accompl i shed, efficiently, but 
only at great, cost for the final 
product, in domestic use. 
There are barriers to the 
reclamation of waste water, 
such as public antipathy to the 
use of water reclaimed from 
sewage, despite the fact that 
after processing, this water is 
of greater purity than most 
of the waters drawn from Cali­ 
fornia’s rivers for domestic 
use. 


THIS A N T I P A T H Y has 
something to do with the prob­ 
lem at Lake Taoe, where a 
sewage treatm ent plant could 
be erected to care for the en­ 
tire problem at the south end 
of the lake and the reclaimed 
water turned back into the 
Lake. However, the public is 
not willing to accept this sim­ 
ple solution, but is insisting on 
expenditure of huge sums for 
sewage export to areas where 
nobodv wants the wastes.

WASHINGTON - The South 
deserves a. 'better break in the 
news—and is beginning to' get 
it. 
Sustained 
and 
substantial 
progress is being made toward 
the goal of racial justice. 
This progress ought to be 
more widely recognized and 
more fully appreciated, espec­ 
ially by those in the North 
who take an unjustifiedly smug 
and superior attitude. 
Such moral pretension is un­ 
justified because, 
while 
the 
letter of racial justice is ob­ 
served, its substance is lack­ 
ing in. most of the great north­ 
ern cities. 
Conditions below 
the surface are so explosive 
that anything can happen. 


THIS IS NOT to suggest that 
a bi-racial community at peace 
is just around the corner in 
the southern states or that 
ugly violence will not continue 
to smolder and flare as the 
last desperate effort by the 
minority is made to stave off 
the inevitable. 
The only fair way to appraise 
the progress in the South is 
to measure it not. just against 
what still needs to be ac­ 
complished, but against the 
size 
and 
acuteness 
of 
the 
social, political, and psycho­ 
logical 
problem with which 
Southern leaders are dealing. 
Where else in America has 
any part of this nation been 
called upon to change so much 
so fast? 


THAT IS THE TEST and the 
South is beginning to meet it 
to a far greater degree than 
many realize. 
The 
physical 
evidence 
is 
plain to those who look with 
open eyes and open minds: 
widespread 
integration 
of 
public facilities—playgrounds, 
swimming pools, restaurants, 
hotels, 
community 
s o c i a l 
functions, Public school inte­ 
gration is slower, but steady 
headway is being made. 
Of all. the civil rights vouch­ 
safed by the Constitution,, the 
most powerful and the most 
precious is the right, to vote. 
The free exercise of this civil 


right will do more than all else 
to secure all other civil rights. 
The power of the ballot, in 
the hands of southern Negro 
voters will change the whole 
face of southern politics. 


THE 
IMPACT 
is 
already 
visible. Example: this year 10 
Negroes were elected to the 
Georgia state legislature. The 
two-party system is beginning 
to emerge in the South. While 
it remains to be seen whether 
it will be the Republicans or 
the Democrats who do most to 
help lead the South into the 
future, the very fact that the 
two parties will be competing 
for 
support 
will 
provide 
a 
choice not possible under the 
one-party, w h i t e-supremacy 
mold of the past. 
On the eve of the 1948 presi­ 
dential election, not more than 
600.000 Negroes were regis­ 
tered to vote in the 11 southern 
states. By next year the num­ 
ber of registered Negroes will 
be pressing three million. 
One of the finest, examples 
of fair-minded, even generous, 
reporting 
of 
the 
Southern 
racial transformation is con­ 
tained in “Look,” which de­ 
votes its entire current issue 
to “the fast-changing South.” 


EVEN AS ELSEWHERE in 
the nation, the South still has 
a Jong way to go, but the 
"Look” team came away with 
“ overwhelming impressions of 
revolutionary—and largely un- 
reported—changes in almost 
every aspect of southern life. 
The ugly, sometimes violent, 
reactions of an extremist min­ 
ority themselves became evi­ 
dence of fast-moving regional 
progress.” 
And this startling question 
by “ Look’s” editors: “ Could 
it be that the South, forced to 
make painful and conscious 
decisions about flaws not, even 
admitted elsewhere, m i g h t 
solve its r a c i a l problems 
sooner than, the rest of the 
nation?”

INSIDE WASHINGTON 
New Agencies Plan 
To Export U.S. Ideas

WASHINGTON — President 
Johnson is considering several 
unique methods of exporting 
his “ Great Society” programs 
overseas. 
The p r i n c i p a l proposals, 
drafted by a special presiden­ 
tial task force, call for estab­ 
lishing a National Institute for 
Educational and Technical Co­ 
operation and a. Foreign De­ 
velopment. Service. 
The function as part of the 
multi-billion dollar foreign aid 
program, the proposed insti­ 
tute and FDS would undertake 
to give universities and col­ 
leges a major role in the plan­ 
ning and directing of this new 
foreign venture. 


THE INSTITUTE, which will 
have to get congressional ap­ 
proval, would, be a separate 
corporate entity with a board 
of trustees and an independent 
budget. 
The trustees would include 
representatives of government 
agencies with major interna­ 
tional' programs, plus repre­ 
sentatives of the universities 
and distinguished laymen. 
The institute would absorb 
the functions of the State De­ 
partm ent’s Bureau of Educa­ 
tional 
and 
Cultural 
Affairs, 
which handles scientific, edu­ 
cational and cultural exchange 
programs with, other countries, 
including Russia. 


THE STAFF would consist

of personnel from universities, 
foundations 
and 
government 
agencies “ who could move in 
and out of it as the situation 
required without loss of prere­ 
quisites attached to their nor­ 
mal employment.” 


The 
Foreign 
Development 
Service, which would function 
as , the 
institute’s 
operating, 
branch, would also be com­ 
posed of government foreign 
aid experts and university fac­ 
ulty members and graduate 
students. 


Their job would be to organ­ 
ize and direct operations of 
“ short and long-range social, 
economic, educational and po­ 
litical development projects in 
undeveloped countries.” 


Faculty members and stu­ 
dents enrolled in FDS would be 
permitted to divide their work 
between overseas, Washington, 
and universities participating 
in. the program. 


The 
new corps would be 
comparable to the career for­ 
eign service in pay and retire­ 
ment benefits, and qualified 
members would be permitted 
to transfer between the two 
services. 


WHILE ITS EXACT size is 
still under consideration, FDS 
employment, will probably run 
into the thousands because of 
its wide-ranging overseas ac­ 
tivities. If approved by Con­ 
gress, one of the corps’ first 
assignments would be on a se­ 
ries 
of 
Asian 
development 
projects President Johnson is 
pressing. 


The Institute and Foreign De­ 
velopment Service proposals 
are the brainchild of health- 
education-weltare secreta ry 
John Gardner, former head of 
the Carnegie Foundation—and 
a man to watch in, the Johnson 
administration. 


As co-chairman with Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk of the 
special task force to export 
the “ Great Society” overseas, 
they were directed to “recom­ 
mend a broad and long-range 
plan of worldwide educational 
endeavors to benefit all men 
everywhere.”
